Aquino visit raises 
issue of U.S. bases

WASHINGTON Declaring 
“America loves Cory Aquino,” Presi- 
dent Bush welcomed the president of 
the Philippines to the White House on 
Thursday. He said he was confident 
an agreement will be reached guaran- 
teeing continued U.S. access to two 
huge military bases in her country. 

Corazon Aquino, under political 
pressure at home to shut the bases to 
Americans, remained silent on the is- 
sue. 

The United States and the Philip- 
pines will open talks in December ona 
treaty to extend U.S. access to Clark 
Air Base and Subic Bay Naval Base 
beyond September 1991, when the 
current leases expire. 

In all, 40,000 U.S. service person- 


nel, dependents and civilian workers 
are stationed at the two bases. 

The uncertainty over U.S. base 
rights put a question mark over Mrs. 
Aquino’s visit. Bush, however, gave 
her the same kind of enthusiastic re- 
ception she received in Washington 
three years ago after leading the suc- 
cessful campaign to depose President 
Ferdinand Marcos. 

“Your leadership has made the 
Philippines a beacon of democracy, 
worthy of imitation throughout the 
world,” Bush told Mrs. Aquino, who 
stood next to him during a rain-splat- 
tered arrival ceremony on the South 
Lawn. 

“From Main Street to Wall Street, 
America loves the Philippines. And 
America loves Cory Aquino,” Bush 
said. 


Deng quits as chairman 


China leader surrenders last formal job

BEIJING — Deng Xiaoping, 
China’s senior leader, passed his last 
formal leadership post to his chosen 
successor Thursday and the Commu- 
nist Party laid out an austere eco- 
nomic plan for the next two years. 

Deng, 85, resigned as chairman of 
the party’s powerful Central Military 
Commission in favor of party chief 
Jiang Zemin. He still heads the State 
Military Commission, a virtual mirror 
of the party group, but said in a letter 
released Thursday he also would 
leave that job. 

The move solidifies Jiang’s position 
and appears at least to suspend a re- 
ported power struggle between him 
and President Yang Shangkun. Ji- 


ang, 63, had not held a national post 
until his elevation to party leader af- 
ter the pro-democracy movement was 
crushed in June. 

In Washington, Richard Solomon, 
the assistant secretary of state for 
East Asian affairs, said the United 
States was not surprised by Deng’s 
move and added, “I suspect he will 
remain an influence.” 

“You could say that the change 
wouldn’t have occurred if there 
wasn’t a certain element of stability 
there,” Solomon commented. 

Foreign diplomats and Chinese 
sources agree Deng is likely to remain 
the leading voice in party and govern- 
ment affairs, as he has been since 
leaving the Politburo and Central 
Committee in 1987.

Berlin Wall opens 
to jubilant Germans

BERLIN | East Germany 
opened the Berlin Wall and its other 
borders Thursday, and cheering citi- 
zens crossed freely to the West for the 
first time since 1961. 

Late Thursday, exultant East Ger- 
mans began passing through Berlin 
Wall checkpoints and others entered 
West Germany at other border cross- 
ings. Jubilant people pranced and 
danced atop the Berlin Wall, a sight 
unthinkable only hours earlier. 

Hundreds were seen on _ the 
Friedrichstrasse subway to West 
Berlin, and East Germans also were 
allowed for the first time at Check- 
point Charlie, the famed Friedrich- 
strasse crossing run by the Allied mil- 
itary. 

Many hugged and kissed total 
strangers, while cars packed with 
East Germans and others paraded 
down the streets of West Berlin in a 
carnival-like atmosphere. 


“It’s crazy! It’s crazy!” yelled one 
young man as he sat in the back seat of 
a car with his parents after a brief trip 
through the once-impenetrable 
Berlin Wall. 

His parents said they just wanted 
to see the West — and then drive 
back. They declined to give their 
names. 

“We heard it on TV, we just de- 
cided to go over and have a look,” said 
the young man’s father. “We want to 
show our son a little bit of Kurfuers- 
tendamm.” 

The Kurfuerstendamm is one of 
Europe’s most elegant shopping 
strips. For decades, East Germans 
locked up behind the now-crumbling 
Iron Curtain could only dream of see- 
ing it. 

All apparently were arriving with- 
out visas, although visas technically 
were necessary under regulations an- 
nounced earlier in the day.

Alzheimer’s more profuse, says study 


CHICAGO — More than one in 10 people over age 65 may have Alzheimer’s 
disease, says a study which suggests the number of Americans with the 
devastating illness may be 1.5 million higher than previously estimated. 

A study of 3,626 elderly people in East Boston, Mass., revealed that rates of 
Alzheimer’s grew rapidly higher with advancing age, soaring to nearly half of 
those over age 85, said researchers at Harvard Medical School. 

Of people ages 65 to 74, 3 percent had “probable” Alzheimer’s disease, 
compared with 18.7 percent of those 75 to 84 and 47.2 percent of those over 85, 
. Said the study. 

All told, 10.3 percent of those over age 65 had “probable” Alzheimer’s 

' disease, the researchers said. 

The Harvard study was funded in part by the National Institute on Aging, 

. and its finding prompted the institute to revise its estimate of how many 

‘people in the United States suffer from Alzheimer’s — which robs people of 
their memories and their ability to function — from 2.5 million to 4 million. 

“As a result, these estimates might lay the groundwork for developing the 

most accurate picture of Alzheimer’s disease in the U.S. population to date,” 
said Dr. Zaven Khachaturian, NIA associate director for neuroscience and 
neuropsychology of aging.

WASHINGTON — U.S. officials suspect the Soviets of shooting lasers at 

- American planes in the Pacific recently, damaging the eyesight of an Air Force 

erewman in one of four incidents, Pentagon officials said Thursday. 

- Anagreement signed last summer by top U.S. and Soviet military officials is 

» designed to avoid such military encounters, but it does not go into effect until 
Jan. 1. 

Pentagon officials said privately they were dismayed that such incidents 
could be continuing in the meantime. 

At a Pentagon briefing, spokesman Pete Williams said two Soviet vessels 
“may have” aimed lasers at U.S. aircraft on Oct. 17, Oct. 28 and in two 
separate incidents on Nov. 1 over waters off Hawaii. 

Asked whether the matter affected U.S.-Soviet ties, which have been 
improving, the spokesman said only, “I will not characterize the incident 

beyond describing it.” 
_ Other Pentagon officials said the matters are being investigated. 


Luxury train makes first run to Chicago 


CHICAGO — A luxury train replete with “faux tortoise” wainscoting and a 
gold-leaf Milky Way ceiling glided into Chicago Thursday on its inaugural run, 
intent on making excess the cornerstone of its success. 

“This is kind of like the country club without the golf course,” said William 
Spann, president of American-European Express, the first world-class train 
to travel U.S. tracks since luxury rail-travel went the way of the dinosaurs 
decades ago. 

“Tf this doesn’t work, the message will be loud and clear: Americans don’t 
care how they travel,” Spann said. “I bet a considerable sum of money they 
do.” The luxury cars are pulled by regularly scheduled Amtrak trains. 

A jazz band blared “Chattanooga Choo-Choo” as a handful of invited guests 
on the inaugural overnight run from Washington, D.C., disembarked at Union 
Station at mid-morning. Most seemed suitably impressed. 

“Instead of the hurry-itis we usually have, I feel like Pve been on a little 
vacation,” said North Carolinian Bonnie McElveen-Hunter as she clutched her 
full-length fur to shield her from a chilling Chicago wind. “It’s a return to 
yesteryear. We need that.”

Clapson 
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Society must learn 
how to confront 
Ethical decisions

Ethical decisions are made by all 
types of people everyday, not just 
journalists, said an investigative re- 
porter from the Ogden Standard Ex- 
aminer Thursday. 

Don Baker, who has received many 
awards for his investigative report- 
ing, said ethical decisions are a part of 
everyone’s lives. He used the Church 
to prove this idea. 

Baker asked the audience what a 
bishop should do if a ward member 
confessed about an incestuous rela- 
tionship within his family and begged 
the bishop not to tell the police about 
it. 
Both the parents and the children 
have rights which need to be pro- 
tected. The decision the bishop now 
faces is an ethical one because he has 
to decide whether or not to report this 
man, Baker said. 

The Church used to have no policy 
for this type of situation. However, 
the latest directive from the Church is 
to have these people confess to the 
county attorney, Baker said. 

The Church began this policy be- 
cause the bishop has no training on 
how to deal with this type of behavior, 
Baker said. 

These people have emotional prob- 
lems and intense psychological diver- 
sions, Baker said. Therefore, “the 
notion is now that the bishop does not 
have a right to intervene or the right 
to decide not to report an incident like 
this one.” 

Baker said he often worries about 
this type of situation. “I learn things 
sometimes because of my participa- 
tion in the Church that maybe an- 
other reporter would not learn,” he 
said. “I sometimes find myself in ethi- 
cal situations where I wonder how am 
I going to report the situation.” 

Ethics can be talked about in the 
classroom and at workshops, but how 
people act ethically during certain sit- 
uations depends on what is inside of 
them, Baker said. 

The ethics code is ambiguous and 
there is a lot of division about ethical 
standards. “Ethics is a personal piece 
of territory,” he said. 

Overall, reporters try to be as fair 
as they can when they make ethical 
decisions, Baker said. 
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Obedience wins respect 
Navy officer tells of good LDS members

Twenty-two years in the Navy 
taught him that good members of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints make a difference and that 
Church members not living the gospel 
principles have no influence, said a 
BYU student veteran. 

Jim Stewart, 42, who served in the 
United States Navy as an aviation 
anti-submarine warfare technician 
chief party officer, said that the world 
needs good men in bad places. The 
faithful members he knew in the 
Navy had a good influence during the 
dark time of war. 

Moreover, joining the Church 
while he was in the service changed 
his perspective on war and helped him 
to deal with the experience. 

Stewart served in the Navy from 
1965 to 1988. Although he would do it 
all again, Stewart said that serving in 
the military was a sacrifice and a chal- 
lenge. Spending time away from 
home on the ship was standard. Of the 
22 years he spent in the service, he 
spent 13 years on board a ship. The 
time apart from his wife and his five 
children was difficult, Stewart said. 

“Out of our five children, I was 
home for the birth of only one of them. 
Leaving for a tour or a cruise was like 
preparing for a funeral and coming 
home was like going on a honey- 
moon,” Stewart said. 

Stewart was converted to the 
Church when he was 27 years old. A 
Church member was transferred to 
his duty station on shore in New Or- 
leans and was the only Latter-day 
Saint. The transfer came at the right 


_ time in his life, he said. 


His membership i in the Church put 
war in a different light for him, Stew- 
art said. 

“When you understand the plan of 
salvation, it makes all this a lot easier. 
The gospel gave me direction. It 
changed my ideas about warfare, 
what we were fighting for and how we 
were doing it. At first the war was 
just a game, but after I joined the 
Church, it was personal,” Stewart 
said. 

The members he knew in the ser- 
vice who lived up to the gospel stan- 
dards made a significant difference in 
the lives of the other men, Stewart 
said. 

“If you are living a Christ-like life, 
you can't ie but influence soul 3 
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Stewart said. The faithful members 
were a steadying influence in the lives 
of the other crew members during un- 
certain situations. Their examples 
made the hard times, the long periods 
of separation easier. By emulating 
the gospel, they made endless situa- 
tions seem as though there was an end 
in sight, Stewart said. 

The other servicemen followed the 
examples of these members and re- 
spected them, Stewart said.

BYU graduate student sculpts artifacts

A BYU graduate student of fine 
arts has discovered more in clay than 
the hidden bow] waiting to be formed. 

Steven Pruett, 32, a graduate stu- 
dent from Denton, Texas, earning his 
master’s of fine arts, creates sculp- 
tural ceramics. An exhibit of Pruett’s 
ceramic sculptures is on display at the 
north end of the fifth floor of the Har- 
ris Fine Arts Center. 

The pieces in the show are not the 
usual items people think of when they 
think of ceramics. Pruett’s ceramic 
sculptures resemble primitive tools 
and artifacts. 

“A lot of people think everything 
made out of clay is a bowl,” said Von 
Allen, assistant professor of art. “Ce- 
ramics is a medium like anything 
else.” Allen said artists ask them- 
selves; ““What'can I make out of this?” 
Allen said Pruett manipulates the 
clay into curious shapes resembling 
hand tools and artifact objects. 


Pruett said his sculptures do look 
like artifacts and it is somewhat inten- 
tional. Pruett said he has been inter- 
ested in archaeology since his youth 
and. especially interested in knives. 

He said some of his sculptures re- 
flect his admiration of knives and 
swords. “I like knives because of their 
grace, beauty and power,” Pruett 
said. 

Pruett said his current sculptures 
function strictly as art. He said he did 
create utilitarian pottery, like bowls 
and pots, but then began to concen- 
trate solely on ceramic sculptures. 

“T was just throwing pots to have 
something to carve,” Pruett said. He 
Said he was decorating his pottery 
and enjoying that activity more than 
forming the pottery pieces. He has 
been sculpting his ceramic forms for 
approximately three years. 

Allen said the work of most gradu- 
ate students=goesthreugh several 
stages. Pruett said his work is begin- 
ning to change. “I’m starting to do 
standing, graceful, swept pieces,” 


Pruett said. The majority of Pruett’s 
sculptures have been small and reclin- 
ing. 
Pruett said the ideas for his sculp- 
tures come from his past experiences 
and objects he has seen. “It’s sort of a 
mysterious process,” he said. 

Pruett uses the analogy of a dream 
to describe his sculpting process. “In 
a dream, you see elements that hap- 
pened before, maybe the day before 
or years ago,” he said. The visual im- 
ages are then stored in the subcon- 
scious, Pruett said. He said his sculpt- 
ing is like “ a dream coming out in 
clay.” 

Pruett said his future plans include 
teaching at a college after earning his 
master’s degree. 

He said he wants to teach students 
to be aware of what is happening 
around them. “Artists need to learn 
to be alert,” Pruett said. He said ob- 
servations and experiences influence 
art. 

His sculptures will be on display 
through Sunday.

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Despite the loss, new BYU Head 
Coach Jeanie Wilson, is optimistic 
chances this season. 
“Confidence is our biggest struggle 


this season. We just need experience. 
We have a really young team so we 
are going to make some mistakes, but 


I am pleased with our performance,” 


Wilson said. 


With five new players on the team, 
and very little height, the Cougars 
will need to play as scrappy as they 
did tonight, said South Australia 
Coach Ted Powell. 

The All-Stars used a full-court 
press from the outset of the game to 
take an early 11-4 lead before BYU 
called a timeout. The Cougars fought 
back to within two points at 15-13, 
with a three-point shot by 5-8 sopho- 
more guard, Lisa White, but were 
never able to get closer. 

South Australia built the lead to 
36-20 until another three-pointer by 
White, along with a steal and a layup, 
cut the lead to nine. 


Diego on Dec. 29. 
Cougar head coach 
LaVell Edwards. said, 
“This is a big conference 
_game and they are an ex- 
cellent team. We will 
have to shift gears to get 
ready for them.” 

On paper the team couldn't be more 
equal. 

Cougar quarterback Ty Detmer 
leads the WAC—and the nation—in 
passing efficiency with 208 comple- 
tions in 330 attempts, 21 touchdowns 
and 13 interceptions. Detmer also 
leads the WAC in total offense aver- 
aging 378 yards per game. 

Falcon quarterback Dee Dowis, 
who was an early Heisman Trophy 
candidate, leads the WAC in rushing 
with-1,010 yards:and 14,touchdowns 
Last week, DoWis broke the NCAA 
record for career rushing by a quar- 
terback in the Air Foree’s win over 
Army 29-3. Dowis also has had some 
success throwing the ball this season 
as he matched a season best of seven 
touchdown passes. 

As ateam, the Cougars rank first in 
total offense (527 yards per game) and 
first in passing offense (405 yards per 
game). Against the pass, the Falcons 
rate second in the WAC allowing only 
215 yards per game. 

The Falcons are third in the WAC 
in total offense (490 yards per game) 
and first in the conference in rushing 
offense. The Cougars are second 
against the running attack allowing 
119 yards per game. 

Finally, the Falcons and the Cou- 
gars rank 1-2 in scoring offense, scor- 
ing defense and total defense. 

In the series, the Cougars lead the 
Falcons 10-1 and since 1982 the win- 
ning team has never scored less than 
24 points. Last season the two teams 
combined for 931 yards of total of 
fense as BY U won aslug-fest 49-31.

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Antique 
marionettes 
to perform 
inthe HFAC

_ Marionettes will come to life and 
tell “Faust,” Goethe’s classic story, 
when the puppeteer group Strings 
’N Things performs Friday and Sat- 
urday as part of the BYU Young 
People’s Theatre program. 

Faust and Mephistopheles are fa- 
miliar characters in literature, but 
this time their legend will be told ina 
script written by J. Robert Howe 
and a soundtrack created by Jim An- 
glesey of the Music Department. 
The production will feature antique 
Pekin puppets owned by LynnAnne 
Richards, one of four founders of 
Strings ’N Things. 

“The German poet Goethe discov- 
ered the original story line (for 
Faust) in a puppet show he watched 
as a boy in Germany in the early 
1700s,” said Richards, former Presi- 
dent of the Utah Puppeteers Associ- 
ation. 

“He spent the rest of his life writ- 
ing and adding more to the story be- 
fore he died.” 

The small marionettes being used 
in the production are called Pekin 
puppets, named for Pekin, NY, 
where they were created, Richards 
said. 

She received the puppets in 1987 
as a gift from Trudy Healy, a New 
York puppeteer. 

Richards said Healy encouraged 
her to update the Pekin, NY produc- 
tion of “Faust” that was presented in 
the 1930s. 

“T knew it would be quite a chal- 
lenge to bring the Faust story full 
circle, back to the puppet stage, as it 
was originally presented in Europe 
more than two centuries ago,” she 
said. 

It has taken three years to pre- 
pare this production, Richards said. 

Harold Oaks, chairman of the The- 
atre and Film Department, and 
Howe, the playwright and longtime 
Utah Valley radio personality, will 
provide the voices for Faust and 
Mephistopheles. 

Richards’ 80-year-old mother, Ce- 
lestia Taylor, and aretired BY U the- 
ater professor, Max Golightly, are 
the voices for the Irish washer- 
woman and Dr. Archibald Foster. 
These two characters are life-size 
puppets who narrate and comment 
on the story. 

Strings ’N Things is a non-profit 
organization dedicated to providing 
worthwhile entertainment for chil- 
dren. 

The group, founded 10 years ago, 
primarily tours elementary schools 
where it performs from its reper- 
toire of eight shows. 

The production will begin at 6 p.m. 
in the Nelke Experimental Theater, 
HFAC. 

The performance is appropriate 
for viewers ages 5 and older.

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Korea’s mothers are the country’s salvatiot

The Korean culture exists today because of mothers in the 
home, said a senior professor of economics, in a lecture sponsored 
by the David M. Kennedy Center for International Studies and 
the Society for Asian Studies, Thursday. 

Robert W. Beckstead, from the Industrial College of the 
Armed Forces of the National Defense University in Washington 
D.C. said,“That’s where Koreans were taught their culture and 
their language. They were taught Japanese and given Japanese 
names outside the home.” 

The Korean people are probably one of the most homogeneous 


people in the world, but nevertheless, mothers are the salvation 
of their country, Beckstead said. 

The Republic of Korea represents two miracles; a miracle in 
terms of economics and a miracle in terms of the democratic 
process, Beckstead said. 

“South Korea is the cultural and agricultural center of the 
peninsula,” he said. 


“Taking that agrarian economy and making, within 50 years, a 
modern industrial state is a miracle.” 

Beckstead, who is a member of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, said that L.D.S. missionaries who served in 
Korea could attest to the industrial growth that has taken place

within the country. 

“Tn fact, I always kid with my Korean friends that they do 
have to worry about the North coming down and taking Seo 
he said. “The traffic is already gridlocked — they would ne 
get in.” 

The income of the people of South Korea, per capita, 
increased four times in the past 25 years. In 1960, 50 percen 
the nation’s resouces were in agriculture. Today only 15 percet 
is in agriculture, Beckstead said. 

“There has been a tremendous change in the composition! 
the economic structure of the country,” he said. “It has gon 
the traditional western ways of economic development,” Be 
stead said.
